The  15  Leaders 


BERTREX.  Large  white  with  lilac  markings,  strong,  healthy, 
vigorous,  and  when  better  known  will  be  a leader  in  the 
cut  flower  trade.  Defects  none,  so  far.  2 0c  each, 
$2.00  per  doz. 

ARIZONA  ROSE.  A large  flower  of  finest  rose  pink  color,  plant 
vigorous  and  healthy  under  all  kinds  of  weather.  De- 
fects none  so  far,  needs  further  trial.  10c  each,  $1.00 
per  doz.,  $6.00  per  IGO. 

ANNA  EBERIUS.  Dark  velvety  purple,  throat  deeper  shade, 
long  spikes,  healthy  and  vigorous.  One  of  the  best  of 
Diener’s  introduction.  Defects,  needs  further  trial.  20c 
each,  $2.00  per  doz. 

FAIRFAX.  Solid  magenta,  lip  and  throat  light  yellow  with  a 
deep  magenta  spot.  Strong,  vigorous  grower.  Defects 
needs  further  trial.

HOHENSTAUFEN.  Large  white,  dark  blotch  in  throat,  strong 
and  vigorous.  Defects  produces  some  crooked  spikes.

Deep  cream,  fading  to  a rose 
tinted  flesh  color.  Vigorous  and  extra  fine.  Defects, 
does  not  produce  many  bulblets.

MRS.  FRANK  PENDLETON.  Bright  rose  pink,  very  large  car- 
mine blotch;  a queen  among  gladiolus  and  one  of  the 
best  of  Kundert’s  introductions.  Defects  not  enough 
bulblets.

NIAGARA.  Soft  yellow,  more  or  less  tinted  pink,  large  open 
flower,  extra  fine.  Defects  short  spikes  in  a dry  sea- 
son. lOc  each,  $1.00  per  dozen. 

ROSELLA.  Light  rose,  white  centre,  large  wide  open  flowers, 
very  vigorous,  extra  fine,  one  of  the  best.  Defects, 
crooked  spikes  occasionally.

Extra  strong  and 
vigorous.  The  best  yellow  for  the  cut  flower  trade.
